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A hunting controversy 

In 2004, President Alexander Gonzalez 
signed a letter supporting the hunting of nu- 
merous Tanzanian animals which would have 
completed an African animal collection for a 
proposed major wildlife museum. 

Using Gonzalez’s letter as authorization, 
local couple, Paul and Renee Snider, traveled 
to Tanzania twice to hunt-red-listed African 
animals. 

When former dean of the college of natural 
sciences and mathematics, Marion O'Leary, 
first asked Nick Ewing, chair of the bio- 
logical science department, to sign the letter 
supporting the Snider-Tanzanian hunts, he 
failed to include a copy of the list of targeted 
species. 

Ewing said he refused to sign the letter be- 
cause of the negative response it elicited from 
faculty members. He said, however, that had 
the list been provided to the department, the 
reactions would have been even stronger. 

“The department of biological science had 
not seen the list; if we had been consulted, 
we would have definitely objected strongly,’ 
Ewing said. 

The act of hunting red-listed animals goes 
against the biological science department's 
goal of promoting conservation and appro- 
priate management of resources. 

“Looking back, I should have used a much 
higher level of scrutiny regarding the origi- 
nal letter and later follow-up,” Gonzalez said. 

After hearing about the controversy, the

Humane Society International requested 
further action by the university. The request 
was made in a letter sent to the California 
State University Board of Trustees. 

The letter called for Sacramento State to 
conduct a thorough investigation into the 
hunting. It also requested that the university 
make a public announcement and divulge in- 


formation regarding the number of animals 
killed and the methods used. 


Soldier priority given 

Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger signed two 
bills in early October which aim to help cur- 
rent soldiers and veterans pursue or continue 
their education at a CSU or a California ju- 
nior college. 

One of the bills signed by Schwarzenegger 
was Assembly Bill 272, which gives members 
of the armed services priority during regis- 
tration. 

“This is the least we can do for our (military 
personnel) and veterans who have sacrificed 
so much for our country,’ said California 
Sen. George Runner (R-Lancaster). 

Another bill, AB 950, which was proposed 
by Assemblywoman Mary Salas (D-Chula 
Vista), extends the period of state residency 
for non-California resident service members 
on active duty to two years. This will allow 
soldiers to pay in-state tuition and fees in- 
stead of out-of-state, enabling more to qual- 
ify. | 

“These bills are designed not only to provide 
additional protection, coverage and opportu- 
nities for (the soldiers) but for their families 
as well,’ said Thomas Johnson, secretary of 
the California Department of Veterans’ Af- 
fairs. 


Hornet Bookstore completed 

Sac State opened its new 53,000 square foot 
Hornet Bookstore in September. 

Along with the new bookstore Sac State re- 
ceived a new director, 17-year book industry 
veteran Pam Parsons. 
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Parsons said she was impressed with the 
store. She said the bookstore’s extra space 
and additional employees are expected to 
make the lines shorter and quicker than that 
of the old, 28,000-square-foot store. 

Executive Director of University Enterpris- 
es, Inc. Matt Altier said the bookstore's large 
size also allows for a greater variety of prod- 
ucts including general books, apparel, gifts, 
software, textbooks and school supplies. 

Gonzalez said $1 million provided by Fol- 
lett Higher Education Group went toward 
the store’s interior. 

Sophomore business major Sheeva Tageran 
said the store’s appearance and size add to its 
overall appeal. 

“I like the atmosphere and how everything 
looks so new,’ Tageran said. “I also like how 
spacious it is...it’s (definitely) somewhere I'd 
want to spend time.’ 


Doctorate program launched 

Sac State launched its Doctor of Education 
degree program at the beginning of the se- 
mester. 

The campus is one of only seven CSUs that 
currently offer the program. 

Applicants must meet certain academic re- 
quirements and possess personal and profes- 
sional characteristics that evoke success in 
the program for admission. Applicants must 
also have earned a bachelor’s and master’s de- 
gree with a grade point average of at least 3.0 
in upper division and graduate study. Several 
other qualifications must be met for consid- 
eration into the program. 

The program was created after California 
Sen. Jack Scott proposed a law to allow CSU 
campuses to offer independent educational 
doctorates without having to be affiliated 
with a University of California campus. 

“This will provide educational profession- 
als access to affordable, high quality doctoral 


programs in California without requiring 


them to go out of state or to private institu- 


tions,” Scott said in a press release. 


Academic Information Resource 
Center revamped 
Information. Resources and ‘Technology 
made the Hornet Study Lounge, located in 
the Academic Information Resource Center, 
a more comfortable and safe environment 
for students by installing air-conditioning 
and heating systems and upgrading security 
systems, said IRT Vice President and Chief 

Information Officer Larry Gilbert. 

IRT re-enabled 24-hour service in the 
lounge on Oct. 1. 

IRT also installed security cameras, which 
are monitored by University Police, in the 
lounge and are planning to install more in 
study areas and hallways on other floors of 
the AIRC building. 

Gilbert said IRT funded the additions, 
which came to approximately $6,000. He said 
the lack of security and heating and cooling 
systems caused the lounge to have a low turn- 
out last semester.

According to the press release, Trustee Ri- 
cardo F. Icaza said, “It is absurd to consider a 
pay increase right now.’ 

In response to criticism, Chancellor Charles 
B. Reed held a conference call to defend the 
board's decision to raise executive pay. 

Reed said the raises were justified because,

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Board of directors shares 
winter plans, spring goals

Members of Associated Students Inc’s board of 
directors have no obligation to work over winter 
break, said Executive Director Pat Worley. For 
their work, during the normal fall and spring se- 
mesters, directors are awarded scholarship money, 
which is dispersed incrementally throughout the 
year. a 

Worley-said the’scholarships are not tied to “time 
and wages.” | 

“Last year, members of ASI’s board of directors 
were paid in stipends, or prescribed financial 
amounts,’ Worley said. 

Vice President for Academic Affairs Curtis 
Grima said that although he has no obligation to 
work , he still plans to spend most of his time “in- 
side his office.” 

Grima said his other obligations as a student and 
leader have kept him busier than he would have 
like during the last semester. He said ASI projects 
do not always get the amount of attention he be- 
lieves they deserve. 

“Tm taking time...to work as much as I can in the 
(ASI) office,” he said. “I always feel like I can do 
more.” 

Grima said he will work on reviewing election 
procedures and getting a new electronic message 
board to advertise school events. 

Grima is one of the 14 board members awarded 

scholarships to compensate work completed. 

In a given year, vice president of Academic Affairs, 
the position Grima holds, receives a $10,635 schol- 
arship for work with ASI. 

Scholarships are funded by ASI funds. Sacramen- 
to State students pay a $125.50 fee toward ASI each 
semester. ? 

The executive president receives $14,243, the ex- 
ecutive vice president and vice president of finance 
receive $11,964, the vice president of University Af- 
fairs receives $10,635 and all remaining directors 
receive $5,318. 

The scholarships are awarded incrementally, so 
directors do not work hourly wages during the win- 
ter session, Worley said. 

“(This winter) each board member will dedicate 
the time and attention necessary,’ Worley said via 
an e-mail interview. “Board members must deter- 
mine this for themselves...the needs will vary from 
individual to individual” | 

Worley said historically, board members maintain 
a “lower level of presence” during the break due to 
a lack of students on campus. 

“The board of directors refrains from conducting 
any Official business in the absence of the majority 
of their constituents,” she said. 

Junior Business major Ben Comroe said if board 
members have work to do, then they should be on 
campus. Comroe said he is mostly indifferent be- 
cause he does not often see how ASI directly. ben- 


efits him. 

“T talk to them every now and then,’ Comroe said. 
“But I have no idea what they're doing.” 

Junior Economics major Hadi Shirmo said he be- 
lieves ASI should finish any work that needs to be 
completed before the spring semester starts. 

“I’m paying for them to have a job and if they have 
work to do then they should get it done,’ Shirmo 
said. 

Director of Engineering and Computer Science 
Mohammad Farhad said he plans on being on cam- 
pus twice a week to help his college win the fifth 
annual Seismic Design Contest. Farhad said he is 
the captain of the team and has to build a miniature 
model of a building that is capable of withstanding 
a seismic disturbance. 

Farhad recently passed legislation that will allo- 
cate nearly $2,400 for a 24” video screen, which will 
be placed in Riverside Hall and display announce- 
ments in accordance with his college. 

“?’'m in constant contact with the (ECS) joint coun- 
cil and they feel very good (about the legislation),’ 
Farhad said. “They’re in support of this project.’ 

Farhad said the past semester has been a learn- 
ing experience in understanding what concerns 
students. 

Executive Vice President Miguel Cervantes said 
he too has struggled with student needs. 

“This semester I learned a lot? Cervantes said. 
“One of my-biggest fears was (that I wouldnt do) 
what students wanted.” 

Cervantes was the author of a recently passed 
piece of legislation that opposed a student fee in- 
crease for the 2008-09 academic year. He was also 
the author of legislation that purchased two ASI 
canopies for an estimated $3,700. 

Cervantes said he plans to visit family in Mexico 
in the upcoming month. He said he will also work 
on scheduling an ASI winter retreat, where board 
members will meet to discuss the 2007-08 Strategic 
Plan and perform self evaluations. 

“We want to hit the ground running,’ Cervantes 


said. 

Director of Letters and Arts Felix Barba said he 
wants to restructure his time in the spring. 

“This semester kicked my butt,’ Barba said. “If my 
mission isn't in order then my work gets skewed.” 

Cervantes along with other board members also 
said they wouldn't mind receiving a gift for the holi- 
day season. 

Cervantes said he needed a new camera and Gri- 
ma said he wanted Guitar Hero 3. President Chris- 
tina Romero said she would like a full scholarship

Davis Police was contacted early Nov. 10 
after an employee at the Motel 6 on Chiles 
Road in Davis heard a woman's screams and 
several gunshots, Smith said. 

The woman appeared to be set up as she 
initially went to the hotel to meet an ac- 
quaintance; she had no knowledge that Me- 
jia would be there, Police said. 

Police wouldn't immediately release the 
woman's name because it was a domestic 
violence case. 

The victim, Monica, who is now being re- 
ferred to by her first name only, has spoken 
out about Mejia and has requested for any- 
body with information to step forward. 


UTAPS loses money 


University Transportation and Parking Servic- 
es spent $325,000 to break a lease with a com- 
pany which would have provided a temporary 
on-campus office, according to documents re- 
lated to the move. 

The lease, which was for a 8,064-square foot 
modular building on the west side of Parking 
Structure III, was broken so UTAPS could move 
into its new location at 7667 Folsom Blvd. 

In addition to the lease break, UTAPS spent 
$74,925 total on moving costs and setting up 
a wireless microwave network at the new loca- 
tion. 

Vice President for Administration and Busi- 
ness Affairs Stephen Garcia said UTAPS will 
save $294,350 over a period of six years because 
of the lease break. UTAPS currently pays ap- 
proximately $150,000 a year for its lease at the 
CalSTRS building, which was recently pur- 
chased by UEL. This cost includes heating, 
power and janitorial services.

The Sacramento State men’s and women’s track and 
field team return from their record-breaking season

The end of the 2007 fall semester 
marks the beginning of the 
Sacramento State Indoor track and 
field season and for the first time 
in school history the Hornet mens 
team enters league competition as 
the defending Big Sky Champions. 

Going into the Big Sky finals last 
year the team was predicted to 
finish sixth out of the 10-team meet, 
but after a strong initial day with 
victories by juniors David Nichols in

the shot put and Raphael McFarlane 
in the long jump the Hornets surged 
to first place. Then on the final day 
of the meet the Hornet men finished 
with victories from Juniors Jody 
Johnson 55-meter and 200-meter dash 
and Daniel Imlach in the pole vault and 
a personal record from Jeffrey Paneda 
in the 800 to win its first ever Big Sky 
Championship, edging out Weber State 
by two points (107.5 -105.5). 

The woman Hornet. team finished 
sixth in the tournament and will be 
without the services of its star athlete 
from a year ago, Nancy Searcy, whose 


collegiate athletic eligibility ran out. 
Despite the loss, Track and Field Coach 
Kathleen Raske feels well optimistic 
about her womens squad. 

“T believe this will be the best womens 
team that field during the time that I 
have coached here,’ Raske said. “We 
have a lot of returning talent and 
weve recruited a very strong freshman 
class’ 

Junior Carly Whitney and Senior Lori 
Vaught will be. looked upon to carry 
some of the leadership roles on the 
team and set the examples for some of 
the young rising talents such as Moria 
Robinson and Renisha Robinson. 

As for the mens team, all of the 
athletes that won in last year’s Big Sky 
Championship will be returning for 
their final season, including NCAA 
Championships qualifier © David 
Nichols. 

“Right now, on paper, we have the 
best team this program has ever had,’ 
said Raske, who was recognized as the 
Big Sky indoor track coach of the year 
for her work with the program last 
season. “Were very excited about the 
upcoming year, Raske said. 

Although the preseason polls have yet 
to be released, both teams figure to be

Most 
recently, Sac State was among one of the 
California State University System campuses 
to come under fire for unfair hiring practices 
and lack of diversity. 

The botched attempt at acquiring a natural 
history museum forced Gonzalez to spend 
money on a public relations specialist late 
last year. It's good he did, obviously things 
are going much smoother for him now. 

But as trendy and simple as it is to. single 
one person out, Gonzalez, it is not fair to 
hold him accountable for all the woes here. 

Christina Romero, president of Associated 
Students Inc., said that a priority is to 
improve the visibility of ASI programs and 
services on campus. That's right. There is 
a group on campus that has been around 
for decades that is still working-on getting 
noticed. 

So where does the leadership come from? 

The faculty has its hands full with handling 
the ever growing and then gradually 
diminishing class sizes and cannot be 
expected to solely sustain the image of this 
campus. 


Administrators are busy handling and 
mishandling copious amounts of money 
from corporations and benefactors along 
with decorating imposing offices, leaving 
less than no time to provide leadership.

gram, said his players. would never be able-to 
work a part-time job during their season. 

“Not if they're on the top of the team,’ Camp- 
bell said. “The best players are all on scholar- 
ship, anyway.’ 

Even without a job, the rowers and tennis 
players must endure a virtually non-stop prac- 
tice schedule. Campbell said tennis players had 
around 140 days of practice last year, and often 
find themselves practicing five days a week. 

Rowers have an even more grueling sched- 
ule. 

Anne Morrison, a junior on the rowing team, 
said morning practices start at 6 a.m. and are 
held every Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 
throughout the fall semester. 

“Tm usually pretty much exhausted from 
rowing in the morning, because they work us 
pretty hard” Morrison said. 

Morrison said rowers are also subjected to 
Saturday morning practices, which begin at 7 
a.m., and regular weight sessions throughout 
the week. Coupled with a full load of classes, 
Morrison has little free time during the school 
week, 

“Usually I just come home (after school) and 





do my homework, eat some dinner and go to 
bed....That’s a normal weeknight for me,’ Mor- 
rison said. “It’s definitely not the normal col- 
lege experience.” 

DeBorba shares a similar schedule. 

“Come golf season, my weeknights are full,” 
DeBorba said. “Then most of the time on the 
weekends I’m trying to catch up on home- 
work.’ 

Not everyone is cut out for the demanding 
schedule rowers must adhere to. 

Morrison said 60 women were present for 
the first meeting of the novice rowing team 
last fall. By the end of the spring semester, that 
number had dwindled to around 20. 

“People just usually get to the point where 
they can’t handle it anymore,’ Morrison said. 

Campbell said that very few tennis players 
ever quit the team, usually because they are 
very dedicated to the sport or because they are 
attending Sac State on a tennis scholarship. He 
said good tennis players are used to playing 
on a continual basis because tournaments are 
scheduled year-round. 

“These kids have been playing tennis year- 
round for probably 10 years, so it’s ingrained 
in their lifestyles,’ Campbell said. 

All three sports also have a lighter fall compe-

tition schedule as opposed to the more event- 
ful spring semester. 

“We miss a pretty good amount (of class) in 
the fall. Then come spring, when the season 
picks up, then you start missing a lot,’ DeBor- 
ba said. “It-starts taking time away from.school 
and that just makes your semester that much 
more difficult.” 

The tennis program plays what Campbell 
called “duel” matches against other colleges 


‘in the spring, which necessitates a lot more 


traveling. Rowing also participates in a greater 
amount of races in the spring, which Morrison 
referred to as the “official” season. 

Even though his free time is limited, DeBor- 
ba said that he prefers playing golf on a year- 
round basis. 

“We might use up more time (playing year- 
round), taking away from school,’ DeBorba 
said. “But everybody wants to be out there. 
Everyone wants to be practicing, wants to be 
part of the team. So I think it’s nice that it's a 
year-long thing.” 

If Sac State was not playing tennis in the fall 
and spring, Campbell said that it would be less 
attractive of a school for tennis players to come 
to. 

“If you cut it down to where we were just 
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(playing) in the spring, one of two things would 
happen,” Campbell said. “A lot of kids wouldn't 
come to the university, number one, because 
they wouldn't be interested because the ten- 
nis would be so watered down. Or the second 
thing, they would come and they‘ practice the 
same number of hours or more on their own” 

Morrison said she has thought about quit- 
ting due to the long and taxing rowing season, 
but enjoys the excitement of competition too 
much to walk away. 

“There's such an exhilaration when you get 
to the (spring) races,” Morrison said. “You get - 
a pretty big rush from it.’ | 

Both Campbell and DeBorba said that if a 
player in their respective sports wants to reach 
the professional level, it is vital that he or she 
plays on a year-round basis. 

“Playing in the two different seasons, you 
get to experience all sorts of different weath- 
er” DeBorba said. “Getting all of the different 
scenarios, which I think is kind of important, 
helps... for those of us who want to go pro.”

“A lot of students may not be aware of the taxes...involved (in) 
buying a ticket online? Patel said. “Make sure you know the entire 
cost, not just what the website shows you.” 

Senior biochemistry major Mark Thompson said he could only 
make local travel plans this winter.
